to Poddebice (Q 52/0 55). It consisted of one four-story barracks buildin:

4. The MO (Militia) county headquarters was located on the south side of Plac 
Koselusski, It was subordinate to the MO headquarters for the Vogvode district 
of Leds (Q 52/0 93) on ul. Kosciusski, The UB (Security Police) tounty head- 
Quarters was located 200 to 300 meters north of Plac Kosciuszki. Draftees in 
Leczyca were processed by the military recruiting office in Kutno.
